Ireland Ministry of Education wrote to the 
Fermanagh Regional Committee last Satur- 
day that they were not prepared to carry out 
the repairs to Enniskillen Model School, gub- 
mitted to them before transfer, bat woald 
carry out the ordinary works of maintenance, 
pending the transfer of the school on March 
ist next. They further asked what was the 
policy of the Coinmittee with regard to the 
charging of fees. The Secretary said that the 
Committee asked the Minist to do too 
much. The Chairman (Lord Belmore) said 
that they would not take over the school in 
bad repair. The Ministry were hopeless. It 
wag decided to inform the Ministry that the 
Committee would continue the system of 
school fees, and the letter about repairs was 
marked ‘‘read.”’ It was further decided to 
ask Mr. Cooper, M.P., to ask a question on 
this matter in Parliament. 

Medical inspection in Fermanagh.—Dr. 
Dickson, Medical Inspector for Fermanagh, 
told. the Regional Committee at its monthly :

Might it not be well for-our enthusiastic 
education. authorities to bear this fact in 
mind, and concentrate their efforts to revive 
the use of Gaelic on the very youngest pupils?

They have got it. The framework 
in which the new formula is set is the work 
of Lord Balfour himself, and hardly could 
ve excelled as a model of good politics, 
good sense, and good English. 

The British Empire, it declares, is not 

based on negations. Free institutions and 
‘ree co-operation between its constituent 
members are fundamentals of its existence, 
and a stage has been reached now at which 
‘he absolute sovereignty of every Dominion 
has been proclaimed to the world. 
@ At the same time, as I have tried to 
show from day to day, there has been a 
‘steady development of the co-operative 
idea. The Dominions are not identical in. 
any way. They differ from one another in 
a thousand respects, and the real achieve- 
ment of the Imperial Conference is the 
manner in which this wide diversity—in 
character and in function—has been re- 
conciled, not in a precarious or doubtful 
way, but completely, whole-heartedly and 
finally with the Empire’s common ideals, 
and common allegiance to the person and 
authority of the King.

A PROCLAMATION. 


BRINGING NEW ACT 


INTO FORCE, 


URING the week’s end a number of 
searches in Dublin and elsewhere 
were carried out by armed detectives in 
connection with the recent attacks on Civic 
Guard barracks, and with the activities of 
certain organisations. 

-It is understood that fifty persons are 
still detained in connection with the armed 
raids on the Civic Guard barracks. Those 
against whom the police believe they have 
direct evidence of complicity will: be put 
on trial; others may be interned. 

Apparently, to legalise the position in 
regard to the internees, the Executive 
Council of the Free State have proclai 
a national emergency. This procedure 
automatically follows the passage of the 
Public Safety Bill by the Oireachtas. 

THE TEXT. 

The text of the proclamation which 

was issued last Saturday night is as 


follows : — 
PROCLAMATION 
By THE Executive COUNCIL OF 
SAORSTAT ÉIREANN. 

WHEREAS it is enacted by the Publie 
Safety (Emergency: Powers) Act, 1926 (No. 42 
of 1926), that if at any time the Executive 
Council is .of opinion. that a national 
emergency lias arisen of such character. that 
it is expedient in the public interest that the 
provisions of Part II. of that Act should be. 
put into force, the Executive Council may by 
proclamation declare that a state of national 
emergency exists, and it is by thé said Act 
further enacted that, if at the time when 
such proclamation is made the Qireachtas 
stands adjougned to a day and hour more 
than five days after the makihg of the pro- 
clamation, the proclamation shall be expressed 
and shall operate to summon the Oireachtas 
to reassemble. at a convenient hour to be 
specified in the proclamation on a convenient 
day to be similarly specified not less ‘than 
three nor more than five days after the 
making of the proclamation ; 

AND WHEREAS the Executive Council is 
of opinion that such national emergency as is 
mentioned in the said Act has arisen; 

AND. WHEREAS at the time of the 
making of this proclamation Dail Eireann 
stands. adjourned to -the Wth day of 
November, 1926, and Seanad Eireann stands 
adjourned without any day being fixed for 
the reassembly thereof : 

NOW THEREFORE the Executive Council, 
being of opinion that a national emergency 
has arisen of such character that it is ex- 
pedient im the public interest that the pro- 
visions of Part Il. of the Public Safety 
(Emergency Powers) Act, 1926 (No. 42 of 
1926). should be put into force, do hereby in 
exercise of the powers in this behalf conferred 
on them by the said Act declare that a state 
of national emergency exists, and do hereby 
in further exercise of the said powers summon 
the Oireachtas to reassemble at three o'clock 
in the afternoon on Wednesday, the 24th day 
of November, 1926. : 

DUBLIN, this 20th day of November, 1926.

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FRANC'S TOO RAPID 
RECOVERY. 


MISGIVINGS IN FRANCE: 
127 TO THE ¢. 
From ‘‘ Tut Timwes’’ Corresronpent. 


PARIS, Sunday. 
During,the past week the future of the 
franc has given rise to as much anxious 
speculation as it did,in July, when the 
rate passed 200 to the £. The rate of 
its recovery has been just as sudden and 
as inopportune as its fall in the summer. 

M. Poincaré based his Budget estimates 

on a rate of 150 to the pound. This rate 
was reached at the beginning of this 
month. Since then it has risen more and 
mor; quickly, until yesterday afternoon it 
actually touched 127. 
The most disquieting feature of this 
movement is that it is foreign to the 
Government's intentions. The Government 
has done what it could to stem the rush 
by ouying the foreign currency offered in 
exchange for francs, but without much 
effect. 

During the last few days French manu- 
facturers and -business men have contem- 
plated with horror the prospect of the 
rate rising to 120, or even 100, to the 
pound without the Government being 
«ble to do anything to stop it. 

The consumers, for their part, are buy- 
ing as little as possible, in the hope that 
prices will fall, so that a silent struggle 
is going on between the two classes.

A RUSSIAN PRINCESS,

BIARRITZ, Sunday. 

A scene of great splendour, recalling the 
pomp of the Courts of Petrograd in Tsarist 
times, was enacted at the Russian church here 
to-day, when the Grand Duke Dmitri of 
Russia was married to Miss Audrey Emery, 
an American heiress. The bridegroom is the 
son of the Grand Duke Paul, who was 
murdered by the Bolshevists in 1919, and was 
cousin to the late Tsar, while the bride is the 
daughter of the late Mr. John Emery, of 
Cincinnati, who made a fortune out of land. 
The Grand Duke Cyril, as head of the 
Russian Imperial Family, recently conferred 
the title of Princess Lllinsky upon the bride, 
as owing to her birth she cannot assume the 
dignitieés of a Grand Duchess. 

The head of the Russian Orthodox Church 
in Europe came specialy to Biarritz, accom- 
panied by a numerous. suite, to perform the 
ceremony. The church had. been splendidly 
decorated for the occasion, and, although 
only guests could obtain admittance, the 
building was crowded to capacity. Many 
members of the Russian Imperial Family, as 
well as numerous prominent persons, were 
present.—(Reuter.) '

PEACE IN THE 
COALFIELDS. 


NEGOTIATIONS IN 
DISTRICTS. 


DIFFICULT POINTS. 


From “ Tue Times’? Lasoun 
CORRESPONDENT. 


District agreements to end the coal dis. 
pute will be discussed this week by the 
local leaders of the miners and representa- 
tives of the coal-owners. 

Several of the miners’ councils have 
arranged to meet to-day to consider the 
procedure to be adopted in negotifting 
settlements, and, as the owners have 
always beén willing to discuss terms with 
the men on a district basis, there should 
not be delay in the opening of conversa- 
tions between the two sides. 

In some coalfields the owners may seek 
assurances that the men they meet really 
desire to promote settlements on which 
work could be resumed, and are not 
imitators of the policy of negation so long 
pursued by Mr. Herbert Smith and Mr. 
Cook, but the situation as it has developed 
has made local officials, except those 
associated with the Communist Party, 
eager for peace in the industry, and it is 
unlikely that serious difficulties will arise 
in respect of the credentials of the 
negotiators. 

lt is doubtful, however, whether agree- 
ments can be completed in all the areas in 
time for submission to a National Delegate 
Conference of the Miners’ Federation 
which has been called for Friday to receive 
reports on the outcome of the negotiatians. 
There is also a possibility that the owners 
may not be willing that agreements should 
be in any way subject to review by the 
National Federation. 


SIX POINTS. 

The delegites who authorised the open- 
ing of district negotiations met again last 
Saturday morning at the Kingsway Hall 
to receive from the Executive of tho 
Federation a number of general principles 
for the guidance of the districts in making 
local agreements. “The Committee sub- 
mitted to the Conference the following six 
vecommendations :— 

(1)—The method of ascertaining the dis- 
tricts’ percentage on basic rates to be as 
provided by the hational agreement 
of 1924. 

(2)— The ratio of division of net proceeds 
to be 87 to 14. 

(3)—A ‘minimum percentage to be pro- 
vided of not less thatf 20 per cent. upon 
the standard wages prevailing on April 
30th, 1926. 

(4)—The payment of April, 1926, sub- 
sistence wages to low-paid day wage men. 

(5)—All agreements to be terminable by 
one month’s notice from either side. 

(6)}—Districts to endeavour to effect the 
complete reinstatement of all men and 
boys employed at April 30th, 1926, on the 
lines provided by clause 13 of the national 
wages agreement of 1921. 


OPPOSITION. 

At least two of the proposals will meet 
with emphatic opposition from the owners’ 
associations. There can be no question of 
Jeaving agreements open to termination at 
any time by the tendering of a month's 
notice.. The industry is in urgent need of 
stability, and settlements for a period, of 
"at least three years will be sought. Re- 
instatement on the lines. laid down in the 
1921 agreement is also an unacceptable 
principle in view of the migration which 
has taken place during the stoppage. 

POSITION IN THE LOTHIANS. 

At several of the Lothians’ collieries 
most of the miners have decided to return 
to work #e-day. Some of these have been 
idle sincé the strike started. 

At East Lothian pits hundreds of miners 
have re-started, and at Woodhall and 
Penston Collieries nearly all the men are 
working.

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THE BELFAST CONGRESS.

When they as- 
sociated certain parts of God's house with 
beloved names it helped them to recognise 
that the life of a Christian was not merely 
life among the present and the seen, but 
among those: unseen. |

When they began dealing with a church 
built at times when church architecture was 
not at its best, they should be very careful 
in beautifying it not to show up all the de- 
fects in the church, and to combine the old 
with the new.
